The Day's Doings at the Colum- 


bian Exposition. 


SHE ATTENDANCE INCREASING. 


Nlne-Tuutha of tlio Visitors Wore Woiuon. 


Illlmih, Stalu ItnlldlneDailiontoil—Oom- 
uilsslonors Bo but I.lt(lo Work—The 
Sunday Opening Question Ac»In Dl«- 
cnssod—Otliov World's 1'nlr New». 


_ CHICAGO, May 10.—Religion and poli- 
tics, literature and women's club life 
were blended in the proceedings of the 
world's congress of women. The at- 
tendance on the different events has 
been steadily growing and it was esti- 
mated that fully 20,000 people, nine- 
tenths ot them women, wcie uowded 
into the different halls where questions 
of one kind and another weie under 
consideration,

Rev. Herrick Johnson read a portion 


of God's word. 


Rev. Joseph T. Smith led the assem- 


blage in prayer. 


The anthem from ' Elijah" was ren- 


dered by the choir. T,ie annual sermon 
was then delivered by Dr. Young, the 
moderator. 


After agreeing to a recess until 3 
p. m., Rev. Charles Thompson led in 
prayer and pronounced the benediction, 
and the congregation dispersed. 


The afternoon session -was called to 


order a few minutes a-'ter 3 o'clock and 
the moderator offered prayer. The roll 
of commissioners as reported was called 
by Permanent Clerk Moore, which oc- 
cupied nearly half an hour. Then came 
the announcement of Ihe event of the 
day—the election of a moderator. 


The following were placed in nomina- 
tion: Dr. Charles A. Dickey of Phila- 
delphia, Rev. George A. Baker of Phil- 
adelphia, Rev. Calvin W. Stewart, 
D. B,, of Washington, president of the 
Whitworth college, and Rev. Willis G-. 
Craig of the Chioago university, Chi- 
cago. 


Rev. Dr. Dickey wa 5 then recognized. 


He feelingly alluded to the land words 
mentioned in nominating him, but 
begged to withdraw his name. 


Moderator Young aiiid,that if called 


upon to rule upon the request, be 
would say that the practice which had 
always obtained until last year was 
correct, and that the nominee had a 
right to withdraw his name. But the 
matter, technically, -was in tbe hands 
of the assembly. 


Dr. hugh of Philadelphia moved 
that Dr. Dickey be not permitted to 
withdraw. 
Dr. Smith ol" Baltimore 


said that a man should be allowed to 
withdraw his name: to refuse him such 
permission was an mfnngment of the 
liberty. 


After a brief discuss-on the motion of 


Mr. Pngh was changed to accord Dr. 
Dickey 
permission to withdraw his 


name, and in that form was pas_sed. 


Dr. Stewart then withdrew his name 


and the assembly proceeded to vote for 
moderator, -with Drs. Baker and Craig, 
the only candidates. The result of bal- 
lot was: Craig, 324; Baker, 198, and the 
election was then made unanimous. 


Dr. Harsha and Mr. McDougal was 


appointed by the moderator to escort 
Dr. Craig into the room, anel his en- 
trance was the signal for vigorous 
handclapping. JHe wt,s introduced to 
the retiring moderator by Dr. Hersha, 
who received and presented him to the 
general assembly. Dr. Young spoke of 
the unusual pleasure it gave him to 
welcome Dr. Craig, bom in the same 
town us himself and fellow-graduates 
of the same seminary. 


Dr. Craig responded in a few words, 


expressing the personal gratification lie 
had felt last year m J3r. Young's elec- 
tion and complimenting him upon the 
fidelity and success with which he had 
followed in the footsteps of his illus- 
trious father, Dr. John Clark Young. 


To the assembly, Dr. Craig returned 


profound thanks for the confidence re- 
posed in him.

Groat and General Interest Taken la tat 


Suhject of Taxation. 


The increased interest during the last 


few years in tho &ubjcct of taxation is 
simply marveloub. Previous to 1888 the 
subject was supposed to interest onl} 
theoretical men, professors, economists 
and editois, who to maintain their dig 
mty felt called upon to discuss the sub 
ject occasionally. Tho occasional arti 
cles by Wells, George, Sumner and 
Others appeared, at leabt to the careless 
obbc-rver, to havo been seed sowed in 
stony places. Cleveland's bold messag< 
of 1S87, compelling the two leading par 
ties to make tho tariff the leading issue 
precipitated a discussion which has ex 
tended into other kinds of taxation, and 
which is thickening and deepening dur 
ing political campaigns and between 
them, and which will not cease until 
radical reforms have occurred. 


Instead of occasional campaign arti 


2les on the tariff question, prepared foi 
partisan papers, interest in tho subject 
is now so widespread that it pays nearlj 
all tho leading dailies to employ a tarifl 
editor and to devote much space to the 
imbject. Kunierous press bureaus sup 
ply several columns a week of tarifl 
matter to thousands of country papers 
which are tiying to keep up with tht 
tunes by supplying what is most dc 
manded by their readers. Many of the 
legislatures of different states have de 
voted more time than usur-l to the sub- 
ject of taxation and havo appointee 
committees that havo spent days listen 
ing to reformeiii of vaiyiug opinions and 
intelligence.

Henry George's paper, The Standard, 


did much to arouse discussion, but it 
was never self suppoi ting and ceased tc 
exist more than .1 year ago. Its fuuctkm 
is now performed by more than ?00 sell 
supporting single tax papers. The truth 
is that there bus never, since man began 
to cultivate fields, to build cities and tc 
carry on extensive trade, been any real 
reform in taxation. Under monarchies, 
where the masses had only to obey lawa, 
it was not btrango that the unjust anO 
sllpshoel methods haneled down from an- 
cient times should have remained prac- 
tically unchanged, but in a republic oi 
enlightened citizens it is astonishing that 
tho great evils of unjust and unneces 
sary taxation have not long ago attiact- 
ed sufficient attention to lead to what 
will now soon follow—tho complete over- 
throw of all kinds of indirect taxation.—

The New Yoik Evening Post, discuss-

Here in ]S"ew York tho whirl- 
igig of time has wrought the most marvel- 
ous chances in xanch less than 50 years 
Twenty years ago niuiuyRoats mxl billy- 
goats were peacotnlly browsing in open 
fields where hotels and "business blocks' oi 
palatial splendor 
now pierce the sky. 


Twenty years ago there was not a hotel 01 
any consequence above 
Twenty-eighth 


street nor 
(i theater abovo Fourteenth 


street. Today thero »,re very few of note 
below these localities, 
Twenty yearb ago 


the postoflice wnsin Ci littlo 3-story shanty 
at tho corner of Xassnn and Liberty streets, 
hut today tho mammoth granite pile fur- 
ther uptown whichsiicceeded it does nol 
meet the requivcmentfi. 


During tho timo referred to tho city lias 


tripled in size and quadrupled in wealth. 
Yet the march of improvement does not 
slacken. It is stili on the quickstep. AVLat 
imagination can porU'ny tlie- magnitude, 
the grandeur and tho wonders of the city 
20, to sny nothing of 50, years hence? And 
if the good Lord would only let us come 
back and revisit this locality for a year or 
two 100 year^ from now in exchange for n 
dozen years of this present life, who could 
refuse tho privilege? 


Progress? Everybody has caught it, even 


to tho hotel and restaurant waiter. And 
ho lias not been content to take it AS it 
comes, in the shape of "tips," a legacy 
from tt country the customs of which 
niTeetto deride, yet are prone to copy. He 
has been striking for whiskers and foi 
wages £01- sonic two or three weeks now, 
and yet his average income has long been 
quite liberal. During a lull in his duties o 
waiter in a down town restaurant, patron 
izedmostly by well to do businessmen, 
told mo the other day that there was not 
a month that he did not earn more than 


$100 
and often more than §125. lie said his 


tips ran all the way from a dime to n half 
dollar, with only an occasional nickel, 
which latter useful little piece ho referred 
to with well modulated contempt. As hi.a 
meals were included in this estimate and 
ho serves in a midday lunchroom where 
only about five hours' ivork are required in 
ft day, he ought to be satisfied. 


I passed out a nickel as a tip to ;i waitei 


the other day after paying 40 cents for n 
lunch, und the look n£ scorn he gave a? 
ho swept it into his capacious pocket wa.- 
not intended a? an aid to digestion. And 
yet In tho country from whch this fi-c 
syptctr. was borrowed it would hare been 
considered generous. The English up aud 
the French ''pourboirc" arcs seldom more 
than one-tenth of the whole bill and often 
less. In the high cln,ss restaurants h«'ri 
the gratuity custom has long been iu 
vogue. Ic is only dm ing tlie pn.sfc year oi 
two that it has permeated the cheapei 
places. In Europe tho tip, a& is well known, 
ia not given until the Kervico is performed, 
or when stopping atahotul not until the 
guest is aboui, to leave.

quired it is a good plan to tell the waitct 
at the outlet that good service will be re 
warded, 
Th-j Prcnch, Italians and Ger 


mans arc thu be->t waiters, the negroes 
come next, tht American born whilt* arc 
next, and the young woman waiter is the 
worst. Ionian's sphere iscnl.irging. Shr 
may bo gaining n, permanent foothold at 
tho bar, on tlit platform, iu the pulpit ami 
in the practice of medicine and surgery.

Then tht 
two bodies agreed tn take the case out ol 
tbe hands of the<-ccu]ai authorities and to 
live apart, but at peace. The only other 
important pchism occurred in the early 
part of the century, when Presbyterian re- 
vivalists were expelled from the church in 
Kentucky and (he Cumberland Presby- 
terian church was formed. Jt still exists 
and is growing. A decision upon tbe con- 
fession of fail h or the Brigg-i case by the 
northern general assembly may bring upon 
tho 800,000 northern Presbj terians the 
most serious schism that Presbyk'rianism 
in the United States has yet known.

The Hon. B. EHery Anderson, in Amor- 


ican Industries of April 20, makes reply, 
in an article entitled "The Lament oi 
Our Industrial Pensioners," to some oi 
the wild ami reckless statements of pro- 
tected manufacturers recently printed in 
The American Economist criticising th« 
Eeforin club's proposed bill. Alter quot- 
ing many of the gloomy statements and 
disposing in detail of a few of them, Mr. 
Anderson continues: 


"We sbotdd like to Inqiure if there ii 


any proportion whatever of trnth in this 
lament of the manufacturers. What has 
tecorna of tho assertion BO loudly pro- 
claimed throughout 1803 that a protect- 
ive tariff was a tas only in the inception 
that very soon natural ,compotition 
among domestic producers would reduce 
prices so that tlie consumer would ob 
tain ii? goods cheaper at home than he 
could froiTi abroad! Surely this sham 
plea must be withdravm and abandoned 
if we are to consider the proposition a 
now mado—that undt^v the reduced per 
centagcs of tho proposed ™ every fora 
of American activity is to btC=ome.stilled 
nnd its product furnished by 1C5 toreigii 
competitor. With every possible .allow 
ance for the manifest exaggeration ° 
statement, tho proposition made can oul> 
mean that consumers in this country are 
now paying to manufacturers more thar 
they would pay if tho proposed tariff bill- 
were to become a law. 


"There is ono proposition alxrat wirier, 


all writers to Tho -Economist seem t< 
agree—they are all going to cut down 
their wages from 25 to CO per cent. Div- 
idends must bo protected though the 
heavens fall. Tlio reduction, if any b( 
necessary, can be ground out of the oper- 
ative. 


"Whether it be true or not that som( 


of these bleating calves that havo for tbt 
better part of a century drawn their paj 
and support from tho protection co%\ 
have so long adhered to obsolete and ex- 
travagant methods of production that 
the time of their usefulness has expired, 
and that they should shut down and gc 
out of existence because they are of nc 
use to any one, wo will not at present in- 
quire. But of one proposition we are 
certain, aud that is that none of thest 
industries will bo able to take the hun- 
dredth part of a cent from the wages ol 
any of their operatives. They cannol 
reduce wages because they havo nevei 
advanced wages. Tho rate of tho wage 
earner iu this country is iu no rnannei 
dependent upon the existence or n^nex 
istenuo of protective industries, 
It u 


higher hero than abroad because the op- 
portunities for production in the United 
States are greater than elsewhere, be- 
cause tlio individual power of produc- 
tion is ^TCEi.tcr here- than elsewhere, ana 
because the opportunities for self ad- 
vancement, are better hero than in otbei 
lands. 
\Vo raise over $3,000,000,000 Ol 


agricultural products from our lands 
Wo build 10,000 miles of railroad everj 
year and open up vast areas of rich and 
fertile fields. 
Wo build countless ne-rc 


houses and stores in our cities and towns. 
We manufacture nine-tenths of the cloth- 
ing of our people. Wo construct ingen- 
ious machinery, endless in variety oi 
form aud application of usefulness. We 
havG given to tho world tho best appli- 
cation of the telegraph, tho electric light, 
tho telephone and the sewing machine.
